NOTHING CAN BE GAINED BY LEAVING 


THE ESSENTIAL TH1NG-"SDRRENDER" 


UNSAID, IS THE PLAIN ANSWER TO HUN 


(By Associated Press) 


The following is the text of President Wil- 


son's reply 10 the last German note seeking 
further discussion of an armistice: 


Having received the solemn and explicit as- 


surance of the German government'that it un- 
reservedly accepts the terms of peace laid 
down in his address to the Congress of the 
United States on the Sth of January, 191S, and 
the principles of settlement enunciated in his 
subsequent addresses, particularly the address 
of the 27th of September, and that it desires to 
discuss the details of their application and 
that this wish and purpose emanated, not 
from those who have hitherto directed Ger- 
man policy and. conducted ihe present war on 
Germany's behalf, but from ministers who 
speak for the majority of the Reichstag and 
for an overwhelming majority of the Carman 
people; and having received also the explicit 
promise of the present German government 
that the humane rules of civilized warfare will 
be observed both on land and sea by the Gor- 
man armed forces, the President of the United 
States feels that he cannot decline to take up 
with the governments with which the govern- 
ment of the United States is associated tie 
question of an armistice. 


He deems it his duty to, say again, howsver, 


that the only armistice he would feel justified 
in submitting; for consideration would be one 
which should leave the United States and the 
powers associated with her in a position to en- 


such an armistice possible from the military 
point of view. 


Should such terms of armistice be suggested 


their acceptance by Germany will afford the 
best concrete evidence of her unequivocal ac- 
ceptance of the terms and principles of peace 
from which the whole action proceeds. 


The President would deem himself lacking 


in candor did he not point out in the frankest 
possible terms the reasons why extraordinary 
safeguards must be demanded. Significant and 
important as the constitutional changes seem 
to be which are spoken of by the German 
foreign secretary in his note of the 20th of 
October it does not appear that the principle 
of a government responsible to the German 
people has yet been fully worked out or thai, 
any guarantees either exist or are under con- 
templation that the alterations of principle 
and of practice now partially agreed upon will 
be permanent. Moreover, it does not appear 
that the heart of the present difficulty has 
been reached. It may be that future wars have 
been brought • under control of the German 
people, but the present war has not been; and 
it is with the present war that we are dealing. 


It is evident that the German people have 


no means of commanding the acquiescence of 
the military authorities of the empire in the 
popular will; that the power of the King of 
Prussia to control the policy of the empire is 
unimpaired; that the determining initiative 
still remains with those who have hitherto

Feeling that the whole peace of the world 


depends now on plain speaking and straight- 
forward action, the President deems it his 
duty .to say, without any aUeimpt to soften 
what may seem harsa words, that the nations _ 
of tfie"world do not and cannot trust the word 
of those who have hitherto been the masters 
of German policy, and to point out once more 
that in concluding peace and attempting to 
undo the indefinite injuries of this war the 
government of the United States cannot deal 
with any but veritable representatives of the 
German people who have been assured of a 
genuine constitutional standing as the real 
rulers of Germany. 


If it most deal with the military masters and 


the monarchical autocrats of Germany now or 
if it is likely to have to deal with them later in 
regard to the international obligations of tht 
German Empire, it must demand, not peace 
negotiations, but surrender. Nothing can be 
gained by leaving this essential thing unsaid.

Oct. 24—4:30 A. M.—The British have taken more than 6,000 
prisoners and many guns in their new attack begun yesterday 
morning on the front below Valenciennes. la brilliant moon- 
light, assisted by roaring of flocks of night bombing airplanes, 
the British foughl throughout the night and made steady gains. 
They are using see-saw tactics and not, at any time since tile 
new battle began has tie whole line attacked all the series of 
objecti-ps at the same time. Guns are moved up in relays so 
tbi.t there- is constantly a heavy fire on the German front and 
rear. 


Infantry assaults are launched at different time.-. First 


one end of the line and then another section some distance 
away is sent smashing into the enemy. These liacties bewildered 
the Germans. No enemy units know where an assault is com- 
ing and all are forced to stand in readiness until torrents of 
steel, high explosives, shrapnel and gus hit them. 


A concentration at Prcnx for a counter attack was observed 


from the air. Transports, ammunition trains and masses of men 
became mixed up on the roads in tliat vicinity. When the con- 
centration was sufficiently large and the enemy traffic appeared 
to- be in the greatest o{ confusion the British gunners opened 
up their weapons and pumped in steel as rapidly as possible. 
>Vithin, a few minutes the ground was strewn with dead men 
and horses, equipment wagons and limbers. 


Beports just received from one section of the front tell of 


fierce fighting at several places. They particularly mention 
Pomereuil, where the British were held up for a time by a 
murderous fire from a heavy concentration of German machine 
guns. The British waited Jor a time until the advance had pro- 
gressed north and south of them. At the rear they found a tri- 
angular cleared space in which the German machine gunners 
retired to prepared positions. The British went around them 
and captured Pomereuil wood at the back of the triangle, thus 
surrounding the enemy.
